plane faltered in flight today 
then crashed and exploded in 
flames during a public demon- 
Stratton witnessed bv hundreds. 
The chief engineering test pi­ 
lot for Ryan Aeronautical Co. of 
San Diego, Lou Everett, ejected 
but his parachute failed to open 
and he was killed. 
‘i ’ve got to get out,” he ra­ 
dioed just before tho craft nose­ 
dived.

VERTICAL PLUNGE 
The jet-powered plane took 
off vertically as planned and 
maneuvered over this desert 
test center.

Virginia Vote 
BiU Is Voided 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court struck down to­ 
day 
Virginia’s 
requirement 
that persons who want to vote 
in federal elections without 
paying the state’s poll tax must 
file certificates of residence. 
The decision was given on a 
Virginia appeal from a ruling 
by a three-judge U.S. District 
Court in Richmond.

Mississippi, has 505.954 square 
feet of floor space. It includes, 
in addition to the main building, 
a laundry, power house, print 
shop and garages. The main 
building is air conditioned and 
has many offices, storage and 
refrigeration rooms. The corri­ 
dors are wide and long, the one 
in the main building being more 
than 400 feet long. 
The building is the headquar 
ters for the 1,260 Sisters of the 
Eastern Province. In addition 
there are 59 postulants and 34 
Seminary Sisters. Next summer 
the expansive facilities of the 
structure will be taxed to ca­ 
pacity when many Sisters will 
arrive for summer study. 
SEPARATE WINOS 
There is a separate wing for 
postulants, young girls newly- 
enrolled in the order It includes 
classrooms, community rooms, 
sewing sod activity caress. An­ 
other wing is set aside for Sem 
inary Sisters who are progres­ 
sing through tnt second stage 
of their dedicated service. And 
still another wing houses the 
Juniorate Sisters who continue 
the pursuit of their studies for 
the full and active service as a 
member of the community. 
The structure, which includes 
more than 500 rooms, is one of 
the finest examples of architec­ 
ture in the east. Built by coloni­ 
al brick and topped by a Span­ 
ish tile roof, 
the 
structure 
spreads through five wings of 
offices, classrooms, communi­ 
ty areas and domestic facilities 
from the main entrance. The in­ 
terior is finished in quiet tones 
of tan, pink, green and gray. 
The ceiling dome in the foyer 
is of stained glass. The wings 
enclose 
a 
large 
landfcaped 
courtyard, accessible from each 
section of the structure, from 
an 
enclosed 
corridor 
which 
skirts the building. 
STARTED IN IMI 
The architect used etched and 
leaded glass to great advantage 
in the structure, combining re­ 
ligious symbols and figures to 
blend with the rich tones of the 
stained glass windows approach­ 
ing the chapel from the main 
foyer. 
The multi-winged four-story 
and basement building required 
30 months to build ami cost in 
excess of $10,000,000. Ground 
was broken on September 27, 
1961. Work on the exterior brick 
walls of the service building 
was started in September, 1962. 
The brick work on the Provin­ 
cial House was started in March, 
1963. 
The Provincial House has ac 
commodation* tor 397 Sisters rn 
the same number of bedrooms 
and other facilities. Contrary to 
reports each bedroom is not pro­ 
vided with a special bath. There 
are ample facilities near each 
section. Bathrooms are en banc. 
Each room is equipped with a 
bed, desk, two chairs, night 
stand and a basin. The Sisters 
occupied the building for the 
first time on September 12, 1964. 
The chapel was not completed 
until January 16, 1965.

Governor Proposes New 
State Aid Formula For 
Schools; State Pays More 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Gov. 
Scranton’! proposed new formula 
for state aid to public schools 
attempts to bring order out of 
the confusion in the present sys­ 
tem while increasing the state’s 
over-all share of education costs. 
It would lump about 95 per 
cent of the state’s subsidy pay­ 
ments — now encompassed by 
about 20 separate programs — 
under one formula. 
It would junk teaching units 
(22 high school pupils or 30 el­ 
ementary school pupils) as the 
basic yardstick for computing 
subsidies and replace them with 
the cost of educating each of the 
two million public school chil­ 
dren, varying according to grade 
and curricula. 
RETAINS SOME FEATURES 
It would retain, with modifi­ 
cations, the "equalization" and 
ability-to-pay principles in the 
present formula structure. 
It also would take into ac­ 
count the special problems aris­ 
ing from extreme highs and 
lows in student population. 
It would give matching aid, 
effective this July I, to help the 
heavily populated districts re­ 
place worn-out school buildings. 
The governor told the legisla­ 
ture the subsidy formula, if ap­ 
proved, would add some $47 mil­ 
lion to the annual school bill 
when the complete program goes 
into effect in July 1966. 
USES "WEIGHTED" FUFILS 
The new formula would fix 
the basic expenditure per pupil 
at $400, just $2 above the actual 
cost.

THREE 
hundred 
thirty-two 
years of charity! One might 
expect to find thrills and ad-l 
ventures in so long a rec­ 
ord, that here and there among 
the unsung routines of duty 
there 
might 
emerge 
heroic 
characters who triumphantly 
carried the banner of charity 
through the fire and sword of 
calamity. And so it is. 
As far back as 1653, the 
Daughters of Charity were to 
be found facing the dangers of 
war on the battlefields of Cha­ 
lons where Vincent and Louise 
had sent them at the request 
of the queen to nurse the 
wounded soldiers. So glorious 
was their record that Louise 
Marie de Gonzague, the French 
princess who married Ladislas 
IV, King of Poland, summoned 
them to the Camp at Cracow as 
Muscovites and Cossacks ad­ 
vanced 
towards 
Warsaw. 
Among the heroines of Chalons 
was Sister Barbara Angiboust 
who, while the siege was on, 
fell in 
with tile 
advancing 
French army to tend those 
struck down in defense of their 
country. Sister Margaret Chetif 
distinguished herself as supe­ 
rior of the little band of three 
who nursed the Polish soldiers. 
"IMITATE OUR LORD" 
How could they do otherwise 
with the words of Vincent del 
Paul ringing in their ears: 


"You §ef In Imitation of 
Our Lord, Ie rester# life Ie 
tho souls of those peer 
wounded men by your In­ 
structions, your lie f ex- 
* ample, your exhortations, 
which will help them either 
Ie die well or, lf God Ie 
pleased Ie rester# them te 
health, Ie lead a feed life In 
future. As for their bodies, 
you will restore them te 
health by your cere end ah 
tention, by your remedies

■ it would be the same in the 
hard years of the French Revo­ 
lution. Everything was sacri­ 
ficed, even to the laying aside 
I of the habit, that the care of;

rn 1794, the four Sisters of the 
House of Charity of Arras— 
now Blessed Madeline Fontaine,! 
Jeanne Gerald, Marie Lanel 
and Theresa Fantou—were ar­ 
rested, they persisted in their 
cheerful service to the other 
{prisoners until led to the guil­ 
lotine. 


POWER IN ITIRNITY 
Even there, before presenting 
her head to the swordsman, 
Sister Madeline, the superior­ 
ess, promised the surviving 
prisoners that the Sisters would 
{be the last to be beheaded. And 
the prophecy came true, as if I 
the Sisters in their new-found 
power in eternity had procured 
the deliverance of their fellow-! 
sufferers. 
■Nor 
have 
the 
American 
Daughters of Charity proved 
less generous. Of public record 
and storied fame are the serv­ 
ices rendered by the Sisters in 
the Civil and Spanish-American I 
Wars. 
■From 1861 until 1865 at SO dif­ 
ferent points on the fields of 
battle, in improvised tents and 
base hospitals, hundreds of Sis­ 
ters nursed the Union and Con­ 
federate troops. Of local inter­ 
est was the Sisters' participa­ 
tion in the aftermath of famous 
Battle of Gettysburg. Preced­ 
ing the battle, the Union troops 
had encamped on the grounds 
{of St. Joseph’s in the latter part 
of June, 1863, and then moved 
[north. On July I the two armies 
{met at Gettysburg in the de­ 
cisive battle of the war when 
[both sides suffered casualties 
|in the thousands. On July 3, led| 
by their Director, 18 Sisters ar­ 
rived with dressings, remedies! 
and food. 


PLAQUES ON CHURCH

Of this period there re­ 
mains a touching testimony: 
One of the soldiers nursed by 
a young Sister sought in his old 
age to find and repay her, only 
to learn that the Sister had 
shortly after died of typhoid 
contracted on the field. To this 
day stands the monument he 
erected at her grave testifying 
to the gratitude of himself and 
his family.

United States government, over 
350 Sisters were assigned to 
nurse victims of the Spanish- 
American War. History records 
the name of more than one 
Sister who died as the result of 
the diseases that plagued the 
army hospital tents, while let­ 
ters from the United States 
surgeon general testify to the 
heroic self-sacrifice of the Sis- 
ter-nurses. 


DIBS OF CHOL BRA 
Other public calamities have 
found the Sisters in the front 
ranks of those who strove to as­ 
sist the sufferers. The very first 
Daughter of Charity, Margue­ 
rite Naseau, the girl from Sure­ 
ness who taught herself to read 
that she might be of use to oth­ 
ers, died of cholers contracted 
when she rose from her sick 
bed to nurse a poor victim. 
When, in 1832, this same dread 
Asiatic cholera swept the Unit­ 
ed Stites, the Sisters in Phila­ 
delphia and Baltimore prompt­ 
ly nursed them and in turn lost 
their lives. The Baltimore Ga­ 
zette of October 17, 1832, did 
not hesitate to say, "The Sis­ 
ters were martyrs to their role 
of charity.'' A grateful city 
erected a monument et their 
graveside. 
When the Spanish influenza 
ravaged the country in the 
years of World War I, again the 
Sisters came into the limelight 
as tesching-Sisters closed their 
schools to join the Sister-nurses 
in caring for the victims in 
their homes and hospitals. 
Present • day Daughters of 
Charity continue these out-of- 
the-oniinary duties in the Unit­ 
ed Stites Public Health Hospi­ 
tal at Carville, La., for patients 
suffering from Hansen's dis­ 
ease (leprosy), staffed by Sit 
ten of the St Louis Province, 
and for the retired soldiers at 
the United States Soldiers Home 
Hospital in Washington, D. C. 
Thus does the community mot­ 
to prove a reality and an in­ 
centive: The Charity of Jesus 
Crucified presses us! 


New Provincial House To 
Be Formally Dedicated In 
Emmitsburg, Md., May 1 


flJITH the formal dedication 
" of 
its 
new 
Provincial 
House, May I, the Emmitsburg 
Province of the Daughters of 
Charity of St. Vincent de Paul, 
longest 
worldwide 
Community 
of 
Religious 
Women 
whose 
Motherhouse is in Paris, em­ 
barks on a fresh phase of a 
most interesting history. It is 
an epic of humble effort to 
leaven human society with the 
saving principles of Christian­ 
ity, richly interwoven with the 
biographies of more than one 
officially recognized saint. 
The story begins in France 
in the middle of the 17th Cen­ 
tury. Its dramatic setting is the 
complex of political, economic 
and social problems in the 
French capital evidenced by 
the abundance of every species 
of 
human 
misery; 
poverty, 
starvation, illness, moral de­ 
pravity, death. Into that dismal 
picture is introduced St. Vin­ 
cent de Paul, the peasant priest 
of giant stature — theologian, 
educator, social reformer. For 
bis auxiliary, he chose the 
noble-born widow of the secre­ 
tary to the Queen Marie de 
Medicis, St. Louise de Mariilac. 
Together they established, No­ 
vember 29, 1633, their "Ser­ 
vants of the Poor,” an organiza­ 
tion of girls to assist the pre­ 
viously formed "Ladies of Char­ 
ity," the social elite whose 
wealth financed all types of 
benevolent works: 
visiting of 
the poor in their homes, care 
of foundlings, hospitals, homes 
for the aged, education of poor 
children, reform of prisoners. 


"SERVANTS OF FOOR" 
Trained by St. Louise de 
Mariilac and formed to the 
spiritual life by St. Vincent de 
Paul, these "Daughters of Char­ 
ity, Servants of the Poor,” were 
the first religious women to live 
and labor beyond the walls of 
the cloister. Their very daring 
in coming out to meet the needs 
of the times, instead of remain­ 
ing behind a grille, emphasized 
for the world that Christ still 
passed among His people doing 
good. 
No wonder then that Blessed 
Elizabeth Ann Bayley Seton,— 
our convert - pioneer of Catho­ 
lic education and social works 
in the United States, — pat­ 
terned her Sisters of Charity af­ 
ter the Daughters of Charity! 
In Baltimore in 1888, at the in­ 
stigation of Archbishop John 
Carroll, she and those first few 
companions who assisted her 
in the teaching of little girls 
assumed a simile black habit. 
Hie embryo community, recog­ 


nized as our first native reli­ 
gious congregation, after com­ 
ing to Emmitsburg in 1808 em­ 
braced the rules of St. Vincent 
de Paul’s Daughters of Charity 
obtained by Bishop Flaget in 
1810. When Blessed Elizabeth 
Ann died January 4, 1821, the 
desired-for affiliation with the 
French community had 
not 
been effected, nor was it ac­ 
complished until 1850. But in 
the meanwhile that tame urge, 
the charity of Christ, had im­ 
pelled the opening of orphan 
asylums, 
schools, 
hospitals 
across the nation as the United 
States stretched Ba boundaries 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
And from it, too, derived the 
origin and history of some five 
additional communities of re­ 
ligious women in the new world, 
all 
validly claiming Blessed 
Elizabeth Ann as their found­ 
ress: The Sisters of Charity of 
Mt. St. Vincent on the Hudson 
(New York 1617), the Sisters 
of Charity of Cincinnati (Ohio, 
1828), the Sisters of Charity of 
Halifax (Nova Scotia, 1849), 
the Sisters of Charity of Con­ 
vent Station (New Jersey, 1863), 
the Sisters of Charity of Greens­ 
burg (Pennsylvania, 1870). 
VICTIMS TO WARS 
In those years between 1908— 
when the Sisters first occupied 
the stone house in St. Joseph's 
Valley, Emmitsburg — and 
1965 — when the new Provincial 
House on the edge of town is 
dedicated — what a panorama 
charity 
reveals! 
Stagecoach 
journeys through the wilds of 
a 
growing 
nation: 
makeshift 
beginnings of a vast complex 
of wor^s under incredible hard­ 
ships: the tragedy of youthful 
deaths as Sisters fell victim to 
wars and epidemics through 
their zeal for suffering man­ 
kind; the continuous and some­ 
times painful transition of ac­ 
tivities and methods to ade­ 
quately meet the exigencies of 
changing times! 
Now this jet-age, conquering 
space and linking more inti­ 
mately the brotherhood of man, 
witnesses 
the 
opening 
of 
the new St. Joseph's Provincial 
House, moving the Sisters clos­ 
er than ever to the mainstream 
of life. Within its walls, youth, 
with a dream of dedication in 
its heart and a vision of love 
before its eyes, is trained to the 
service of others in a modern 
world. Postulants, novices and 
habit Sisters live, work, study 
and pray together for the real­ 
ization of a common ideal: that 
the charity of Christ may more 
and more abound among their 
fellowmen.

The Ladies Of Charity 
I 
N MANY dioceses in the United States there is active today 
a croup of women volunteers known as the Ladies of 
Charity. Organized in parish units, with a central coordinat­ 
ing committee, the structure of the Ladies of Charity today 
is much as it was when first established by Saint Vincent de 
Paul as “Confraternities of Charity" in Paris and the Prov­ 
inces of France. The dominating purpose is service to the 
needy neighbor accomplished by providing clothing, food 
and resources for the poor through the personal efforts of 
the members. 
As the forerunner of the Daughters of Charity, there is a 
close link between this organization and the Sisters. While 
the Sisters have both Saint Vincent de Paul and Saint Louise 
de Marilla^ as co-founders of their community, the Ladies 
honor St. Vincent as their founder and St. Louise as their 
patroness. In many European countries and in a number of 
diocoees in this country, the Ladies of Charity work in close 
collaboration with the Daughters of Charity, units being at­ 
tached to many of the institutions conducted by the Sisters. 
Members have a common prayer manual and wear a silver 
bar pin impressed with a Cross. 
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Blessed Elizabeth Ann 
Seton Is Described As 
First Flower Of Sanctity 


"THUS WAS Blessed Elizabeth 
* 
Ann Seton described in the 
peroration of Pope John XXIII 
at the time of her beatification 
in St. Peter’s Basilica, Rome, 
March 17, 1983. Tracing ber 
Christian heritage from her de­ 
vout Protestant background, His 
Holiness 
demonstrated 
how 
Elizabeth had used the graces 
of her baptism and her solid 
religious training to develop a 
natural piety that eventually 
led her into the Catholic faith. 
Elizabeth Ann Bayley was 
born in New York August 28, 
1774. Her father, Dr. Richard 
Bayley, was the health officer 
of the Port of Now York and a 
professor on the faculty of the 
medical School of Columbia (Jni- 
varsity. Her mother, Catherine 
Charlton, was of a distinguished 
Huguenot 
family 
numbering 
several clergymen. 


KNBW M ARIACHIS 
Early in Ufa Betsy Bsyley 
knew heartaches, too, in the 
premature death of her mother 
at childbirth and the subsequent 
toes of a baby sister. With the 
remarriage of her father, the 
child began a lonely pilgrimage 
of living first with one relative 
and then with another, an ex­ 
perience that deepened her de­ 
pendence on God and enabled 
her naturally joyous disposition 
to find her best happiness in 
Him and in the beauties of His 
creation. 
Petite in stature with deep 
brown eyes enhancing delicate 
features neath a mass of dark 
curie, Betsy Bsyley easily be­ 
came one of New York society’s 
most popular hellos. It was no 
wonder that she won the favor 
of tho catch of tbs day, William 
Magee Seton, son of an interna- 
ttonally famous banker. Their 
romance was an klyU of colonial 
America which brought them 
into contact with many prom 
blent national figures: George 
and Martha Washington, the 
Alexander Hamiltons, 
Benja­ 
min Franklin, John Jacob As­ 
tor, Duncan Phyfe. 


SHORT-LIVID JOYS 
But bar joys ware to be short 
Uvod. William bad Inherited the 
Seton illness, tuberculosis, and 
within IO years despite every 
effort and prayer on Elizabeth’s 
part she became s widow. Shar­ 
ing bor grief were the five Uttle 
ones that had been born to 
them. Tho oldest, Annina, was 
her companion on that fatal 
voyage to Italy made by WU- 
Ulm and Elizabeth in one final 
effort to stall death which, bow- 
o w , claimed him at Pisa on 
December 27, 1808. 
The next five years saw this 
valiant woman follow the dic­ 
tates of ber conscience and 
bravely overcome every opposi­ 
tion to embrace Catholicism. 
With this step was lost fortune, 
famUy and friends, but clinging 
to bor Uttle family. Elizabeth 
set out to make for them a live­ 
lihood in time and sn assured 
place in eternity. 
On the persuasion of Father 
DuBourg, superior of the Sul- 
picians, and Archbishop John 
CarroU of Baltimore, Elizabeth 
brought her children to Balti­ 
more in June, 1808. The follow­ 
ing September she opened the 
first Catholic School for Girls 
in a small house on Pica St., 
near the Sulpician Seminary. 
God blessed the undertaking 
and attracted to it other young 
souls who wished alto to dedi­ 
cate their Uves to the divine 
service under the direction of 
Mother Seton. 


BUY PROPERTY 
In March, 1809, through the 
benefactions of a convert-sem- 
inarian, Samuel Cooper, a prop­ 
erty in Emmitsburg was pur­ 
chased for Mother Seton and 
her companions, and on July 
31, 1809, the Sisters took posses­ 
sion of it. This is considered the 
date of foundation of the Sisters 
of Charity in America. 
Mother Seton was then 35 
years old and she would die 
when she was 47. But in that 
relatively brief interval 
she 
would inaugurate the parochial 
school system in the United 
States by the opening of a day 


school September, 1809; initiate 
ICatholic social service by send­ 
ing'her Sisters to staff orphan­ 
ages in Philadelphia in 1814 and 
in New York City in 1817; and 
pave the way for religious worn- 
en in the United States to em­ 
bark on dedicated careers at 
every level in schools, hospitals, 
homes — even on the battle­ 
fields. Those 12 years of prodig­ 
ious activity were marked by 
deep personal sorrows in the 
deaths of her daughters, Annina 
and Rebecca, and of her sisters- 
in-law, Harriet and CeciUa Se­ 
ton, who had come to Uve with 
mer. 
P Mother Seton died in the 
I White House at Emmitsburg on I 
January 4, 1821. Her body rest­ 
ed in the little cemetery near­ 
by until October 26, 1962, when 
it was exhumed preparatory to 
her beatification. After she was 
(proclaimed a Beata by Pope 
John XXIII, the bronze casket 
(containing her remains was en­ 
shrined over the main altar of| 
Saint Joseph’s Chapel where it 
I will remain until a public shrine 
can be erected to fittingly honor 
Blessed E2teabeth Am Seton. ■ 


Scapular Of

MARIAN Center, one of the 
departments of St. Joseph’s 
Provincial 
House, 
sponsors, 
among other things, the mak­ 
ing and distribution of two 
scapulars, 
whose 
origins 
are 
most interesting. 
In 1840 the Mother of God ap­ 
peared several times to Sister 
Justine Bisqueyburu while she 
was still in the Paris Seminary 
or Novitiate of the Daughters 
of Charity. In ber outstretched 
hands ahs held her heart from 
the top of which issued brilliant 
rays. 
After donning the habit of a 
Daughter 
of 
Charity, 
Sister 
Justine was sent to Blangy and 
there on September 8, 1840, the 
vision was repeated but this 
time the Mother of God held ber 
besit in ber right 
hand 
sur­ 
rounded by flames, while in her 
left a sort of scapular of green 
cloth was suspended from a 
single green cord. On one side 
of the scapular was shown the 
picture of the Blessed Virgin 
as she looked in the original 
apparitions and on the other 
her 
heart 
ald 
inflamed 
with 
rays, surrounded by the words, 
“Immaculate Heart of Mary, 
pray for us now and at the hour 
of our death.’’ The young Sister 
understood that this new scapu­ 
lar would be the medium of 
many favors, particularly that 
of a happy death, for those who 
wore or carried it. 


ORRIN SCAPULAR 
Several years elapsed before 
it was possible to make and dis 
tribute the Green Scapular, yet 
from the very first extraordi 
nary 
results followed its use 
Conversions, 
cures, 
h a p p y 
deaths, safe deliveries, even 
economic 
security 
regained 
have been reported. Pius VII 
approved the Green Scapular in 
1870. Daily hundreds of letters 
coming to the Marian Center 
prove that the efficacy of the 
Green Scapular continues today 
here in our own country. 
It was to another Daughter 
of Charity, Sister Appoline An- 
driveau, that our Lord revealed 
Himself in 1847 at Caen, France, 
with the instruments of His 
Passion. These apparitions are 
the basis for the Red Scapular, 
also officially approved, which 
the Marian Center makes and 
distributes. Its devotees receive 
precious spiritual benefits, in 
particular an increase of the 
virtues 
of 
faith, 
hope 
and 
charity.

Sisters Called 
To China And 
South America 
AS EARLY as 1922, the Sis­ 
ters f r om Emmitsburg 
were assigned to labor in the 
Vicariate of Kiangsi, China. 
There they developed every 
type of social institution: home 
for the aged, orphanage, clin­ 
ks, hospital and schools. 
In 1926, when the then-begin­ 
ning Red uprisings reached the 
Kanchow district, the Sisters 
were driven out and forced to 
return to the States. Prospects 
for developing the mission were 
bright when they returned in 
2936, but the Japanese-Ameri­ 
can War in 1944 forced the 
Sisters to leave their mission. 
This time the brave little band 
did not flee the country; instead 
they served in an United States 
Army Base Hospital in China 
until the War was over and 
dice more returned to Kiangsi. 
IMTIRN SISTI RS 
With renewed financial sup­ 
port from Emmitsburg and the 
help of the American Red Cross 
lie buildings were replaced and 
the mission flourished until 1954. 
Then again the Reds swarmed 
Into 
the 
town 
and 
com­ 
mandeered the buildings. The 
listers were interned and re­ 
mained under house-arrest for 
months before they were re­ 
leased, two by two with harsh 
orders to get out of China. 
Hardly had they returned to 
this country than Pope Pius 
XII requested the Emmitsburg 
Province to send Sisters to work 
in Bolivia. Now in 1965, active 
missions operate in Trinidad, 
Cochabamba and Santa Cruz, 
carrying on schools, home-visit­ 
ing and public health clinics. 
A 50-bed hospital with facilities 
for a nurse-training school is 
under construction in Cocha- 
^ 
mba, scheduled to be in opera- 
D before the end of 1919.

visions. The Sister was made to 
understand, as she stood before 
ber with the globe of the world 
in her hand and the serpent un­ 
der her feet, that she was the 
Virgin Most Powerful to whom 
recourse could be made with 
every confidence that her inter­ 
cession with God would procure 
many favors. Then the Virgin's 
hands fell to her side emitting 
luminous rays of light while 
about her head was framed in 
gold letters the prayer "0 Mary 
conceived without sin, pray for 
m who have recourse to thee." 
Ae the oval vision seemed to 
tan. Sister Laboure saw on the 
reverse the Hearts of Jesus and 
Mary with the letter M sur-

H STAI MID SICRIT 
Months end years of hardship 
Mowed as the Sister prudently 
ttapt her secret from everyone 
bot Lur director and the su­ 
periors who would have to real- 
mo the Virgin's wish.

St Louise Is 
Proclaimed 
Patroness Of 
Social Worlcs 


DOPE JOHN XXIII of holy 
* memory accorded to Saint 
Louise de Marillac this honor 
in 1960 on the occasion of the 
three hundredth anniversary of 
her death, at the petition of the 
Catholic Social Workers and 
Ladies of Charity of the United 
States. What had earned her 
this title? 
Louise de Marillac was born 
into an ancient and honorable 
French family on August 12, 
1591. Shortly after Loufee’s birth, 
her mother, Margaret LeCamus, 
died, and the shadow of the 
cross that lay over her cradle 
was to mark her entire life. 
Highly intelligent and richly 
endowed, her broad education 
developed natural bents for 
philosophy, languages and the 
arts, and produced a superior 
woman. From her earliest years 
she showed an inclination for 
the religious life, hut ill-health 
barred her from it. 


AIDED THI POOR 
At the agt of 22 Louise mar­ 
ried Anthony LeGras, secretary 
o the queen regent, Marie de 
dedici, and bore him one son. 
For the 12 years of her mar­ 
ried life, she prepared herself 
for her future vocation by un­ 
remitting efforts on behalf of 
the poor in the vicinity of nor 
home. In the four years follow­ 
ing her husband's death, Decem­ 
ber 21, 1625, all her energies 
were devoted to the education 
of her son and works of charity, 
a splendid prelude to the role 
Vincent de Paul gave her in 
1629, when he appointed ber 
directress of his Confraternities 
of Charity. 
With an unusual flair for or­ 
ganization and a burning love 
for God which her practicality 
reduced to personal service to 
the neighbor, Louise de Marti- 
lac brought to her task the in. 
sight of a wife and mother and 
all the skills of a competent 
homemaker. Despite her con­ 
stant ill-health, she journeyed 
through the provinces of France 
visiting and encouraging the 
members of the Confraternities 
of Charity in their efforts to help 
the poor of their parish. 


SHODDY CARI 
It was with real dismay Louise 
beheld the rather shoddy care 
given to the unfortunate of 
Paris because the noble ladies 
who composed the charity or­ 
ganizations in the capital were 
not permitted to go into the 
slums and hovels to render per­ 
sonal service. Instead they sent 
their maids who did not hide 
their dislike of this work. 
How great then was Louise's 
welcome to those girls from the 
countryside so eager to minis­ 
ter to others whom Vincent nad 
met on his missions and sent to 
her. On November 29, 1S33, che 
first band of young volunteers 
assembled in Louise's home to 
be trained in nursing and home­ 
making. Not only did she im­ 
part the knowledge of these 
skills, but from her own rich 
resources of faith and lier un­ 
bounded love she motivatec 
them to see, as she did, in those 
they would serve, our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ 


P l RSONAL PRAYIR 
With a precision that left no 
detail uncovered, this frail but 
indomitable woman drew up an 
order of day which provided 
these Servants of the Poor time 
for personal prayer and a realis­ 
tic schedule of the duties to be 
accomplished if their charity 
was to be fully effective: The 
preparation of the medicines and 
foods to be carried to their sick, 
the methods to be employed in 
their home-visits to achieve the 
best results, how to give specific 
treatments in the various ail­ 
ments they would meet, how to 
prepare the dying for a peace­ 
ful death, the best manner of 
instructing children. 
As the ranks of the Daughters 
of Charity, Servants of the Poor, 
increased, new and varying de­ 
mands were made for their 
services: To staff a creche for 
motherless Infants, to reorganize 
the nursing of tho patients in 
the Hotel Dieu, to manage a 
home for the aged, to visit and 
nurse the galley-slaves, even to 
set out for the battlefields of 
Chalons in 1653 and those of 
Poland in 1655 to tend the wound­ 
ed and dying soldiers. For every 
innovation it was Louisa who 
studied the task to be accom­ 
plished and reduced it to practi­ 
cal details that the Sisters could 
follow. But that which always 
remained dearest to her heart 
was the visiting and nursing of 
the sick poor in their homes. 
On March 15, 1660, after a 
long and painful illness, Louise 
de Marillac went to God, carry­ 
ing with ber, as her confessor 
affirmed, her baptismal inno­ 
cence. Pope Pius XII officially 
proclaimed her a canonized 
saint af the church March ll, 
ISSC.

COUTH of the new siU of St. 
Joseph’s Provincial House, 
high in the fields close to alter­ 
nate Route 15, is an old shrine 
to which is attached a highly 
probable and weU-loved legend. 
It is said that sometime after 
the Jesuit, Father WI Ute, landed 
with the first colonists in South­ 
ern Maryland in 1634, some of 
his fellow-priests t r a v e l l e d 
through the western part of the 
state and up through Pennsyl­ 
vania and New York in mission­ 
ary activities among 
the 
In­ 
dians. 
Ottawanta, a brave chief of 
the Piscattaways. and his famUy 
were enthusiastic converts to 
Catholicism, replacing the burn­ 
ing faggot and scalping knife 
by useful implements of agri­ 
culture. When dissensions arose 
in the tribe. Ottawanta moved 
his family to the banks of the 
Monocacy. not far from Flat 
Run and Tom’s Creek. Here he 
cultivated patches of maize and 
melon 
a n d 
tracked 
game 
through the wUderness. At rare 
intervals a missionary would 
blup al his wigwam so that the 
Indians could have Mass and 
receive the sacraments. 
HAD A VISION 
As the years passed on, one 
by one the family died and Otta­ 
wanta buried them on a high 
mound of land where he had 
erected a crude cross. In true 
Indian fashion, trees were plant­ 
ed at the bead and foot of each 
grave.

•UCH WAS the title accorded food, money and personal senr 
’ to Saint Vincent de Paul by 
the brief of His Holiness Leo 
xm , May 12, 1885. And well- 
merited it was, as a study of 
his Ufo reveals. 
S t Vincent de Paul, born in 
Pouy, near Daz, France, April 
24, 1581, was the son of bird- 
working farmers, John de Paul 
and Bertrand de Moras. By dint 
of great sacrifice the pious boy 
who early declared his intention 
of becoming a priest was well 
educated by the Friar Minors 
in Dax, making his philosophi­ 
cal and theological studies at 
Toulouse. Prior to his ordina­ 
tion he attended the University 
of Saragossa. Ordained in 1600 
he 
afterwards 
obtained his 
Bachelor of Divinity in Rome 
in 1904. 
There followed then an ad­ 
venture that rivals the most far­ 
fetched fiction. Called to Al­ 
giers on business, the boat on 
which he was a passenger was 
captured by pirates off the 
coast of Marseilles and St. Vin­ 
cent was taken captive. Sold as 
a slave, he passed as a chattel 
under several owners until one, 
whom he converted, took him 
back to Rome and gave him his 
liberty. He never forgot this ex­ 
perience as a prisoner and as 
a slave, and long years after 
he was to succor prisoners and 
galley-slaves and to send his 
priests to the assistance of the 
Christian slaves in Algeria. 
QUSKN'9 CHAPLAIN 
On his return to France in 
1609, St Vincent was named 
chaplain in the palace of Queen 
Margaret of Valois. At the end 
of a two-year term he was ap­ 
pointed pastor in Clichy, a su­ 
burb of Paris. In 1613, in com­ 
pliance to a royal request, the 
saint became the chaplain of 
the noble DeGondi family whose 
estates numbered hundred of 
souls. 
After four 
years, 
he 
again assumed pastoral duties 
in the poor village of Chatillon- 
les-Dombes. It was here St. Vin­ 
cent first manifested his divine­ 
ly-given urge to alleviate every 
human suffering and his colos­ 
sal power of organization. But 
the DeGondis had never ceased 
to implore his return to their 
service, and in this they were 
the agents of divine providence. 
For it was while serving yet an­ 
other term 
in the DeGondi 
household that St. Vincent was 
made aware of the need for a 
community 
of 
priests 
who 
would labor to spread the gos­ 
pel 
among 
country-folk 
and 
those living far from churches. 
With the backing of his noble 
patrons, the Congregation of the 
Mission, an order of priests ded­ 
icated to evangelize the poor 
and educate the clergy, was 
established in 1625. 
As he journeyed from village 
to village, St. Vincent grasped 
more and more the need of or­ 
ganized charity to meet those 
human ups and downs that con­ 
front all mankind: illness and 
poverty. While he gave a mis­ 
sion in the Parish of St Saviour, 
in 1629, he se* up the first Con­ 
fraternity of Charity, a group 
of lay volunteers who commit­ 
ted themselves to contribute 


ice to other parishioners in dis­ 
tress. 
Travelling with his priests 
from parish to parish to give 
spiritual missions, he consist­ 
ently developed in each a Con­ 
fraternity of Charity. But it 
was not long before he per­ 
ceived that human nature being 
what it was there was need of 
continual 
surveillance 
if the 
confraternities were to function 
well. It was then that the bish­ 
op of Belley sent St. Louise de 
Marillac to St. Vincent that he 
might become her spiritual di­ 
rector, and immediately he re­ 
alized that in this soul burned 
the same charity that fired his 
own. To her, then, he entrusted 
the visiting of the various Con­ 
fraternities of Charity at regu­ 
lar intervals to help them im­ 
prove their methods and keep 
their organization intact.

ice to the needy but instead 
were 
sending 
their 
servants 
who were often rude and dis­ 
respectful to the poor, St Vin­ 
cent and St. Louise realized tbs 
Med for a community of conse­ 
crated women who would leva 
God in the sweat of their brow 
and the strength of their arm 
by dedicated service to tho 
poor. Thus was born, in 1633, 
the Company of the Daughters 
of Charity of St Vincent do 
Paul. 
"HIHO OF CHARITY" 
From then until his death, 
this hero of charity spent him­ 
self in perfecting and develop­ 
ing his two religious congrega­ 
tions, while at the same time 
serving his country and his God 
by the most diversified activi­ 
ties. A member of the Queen’s 
Council of Conscience, he guid­ 
ed the selection of candidates 
for the bishoprics of France. Ho 
opened wide the doors of S t 
Lszsre, 
motberhouse 
of tho 
Congregation of the Mission, to 
all priests for their education 
and spiritual development. Ap­ 
pointed chaplain to the Royi 
Galleys, he regularly 
these unfortunate prisoners and 
made use of his influence to bai­ 
ter their conditions. His Daugh­ 
ters of Charity were sent to 
care for the foundlings; to re­ 
organize 
hospitals 
and open 
new ones; to initiate a home for 
the aged to commence schools 
for poor children; 
to assist 
wounded and dying soldiers on 
the fields of battle. And always 
he and St. Louise worked to­ 
gether to improve the methods 
of these operations and to mo­ 
tivate the Sisters with their own 
high ideals. 
Nor did France remain the 
only theater of his zeal. Into 
Poland, Ireland. Algeria and 
Madagascar, during the saint’s 
lifetime, 
his 
Priests 
of 
tho 
Mission and Daughters of Char­ 
ity carried their banner of love, 
making new conquests for God. 
On the morning of September 
27. 1660, St. Vincent de Paul 
died. He was canonized in 1737.

. The United States was report­ 
ed pressing for an immediate 
cease-fire and resumption of 
talks on the territorial dispute. 
British India was partitioned 
into sovereign India and Pakis­ 
tan in 1947, but the frontier 
along the Rann of Kutch was 
never marked. It is a barren 
* salt waste, flooded during the 
monsoon season. Reports of oil 
deposits under the wasteland 
have given it new importance.

tember.

Sales in 
1964 were $95 million, up 46 per 
cent. 
"It’s a swinging business," 
says C. W. Kramer, vice presi­ 
dent of the Fred Gretsch Manu­ 
facturing Co.. New York, which 
makes guitars and other instru­ 
ments. 
AMATEURS ABOUND 
Teen-agers have substituted 
the guitar for the hula hoop. 
Amateur groaner groups who 
get themselves up Beatle-style 
abound. A long roster of well­ 
known names has been identi­ 
fied with the guitar, from poet 
Carl S a n d b u r g to Princess 
Grace of Monaco. 
Chicago is a guitar produc­ 
tion center. 
Arnold M. Berlin, president of 
Chicago 
Musical 
Instrument 
Co., says, the volume of "our 
guitar operations was up 25 per 
cent last year. Our Kalamazoo, 
Mich., guitar factory has been 
working a six-day double shift 
week, and the plant force has 
increased from 300 in 1960 to 
about 800 this year." 
UP TO $808 EACH 
Top-line instruments sell in a 
price range from $100 to $800. 
Sidney M. Katz, president of 
Kay 
Musical

Co., 
says "We’re in the leisure busi­ 
ness, not the music business. 
Our main competition is the 
$100 shotgun water skis and the 
money being spent on vaca­ 
tions.’’

North Vietnamese Step Up 
Infiltrations In Southern 
ArmyLine,McNamaraSays 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara said Monday Communist 
North 
Vietnamese 
aggression 
against South Viet Nam "has 
grown progressively more fla­ 
grant and unconstrained." 
He said the latest step in what 
he called the intensification "is 
the covert infiltration of a regu­ 
lar combat unit of the North 
Vietnamese 
army 
into 
South 
Viet Nam." 
McNamara made his state­ 
ment at a nationally televised 
news conference in which he 
reviewed nearly three months of 
U.S. bombing attacks against 
roads, bridges, 
railroads and 
other military installations in 
north Viet Nam, all designed 
to cut down the infiltration of 
men and supplies into the South. 
STRIKES CONTINUE 
"The carefully controlled air 
strikes will continue as neces­ 
sary to impede the infiltration 
and persuade the North Viet­ 
namese leadership that their 
aggression against 
the South 
must stop." McN r ara said in 
a statement. 
Until now, U.S. offic als have1 
stopped short of saying that any 
formal 
units 
of 
North 
Viet 
Nam’s army have entered the 
war South of the 17th Parallel. 
McNamara’s 
confirmation 
today followed an earlier an­ 
nouncement from Saigon that at 
least one battalion of the North 
Vietnamese army has infiltrat­ 
ed into South Viet Nam and is 
fighting there as a unit. 
IDENTIFIES UNIT 
McNamara 
identified 
the 
North Vietnamese unit as the 
2nd Battalion of the 101st Regi­ 
ment, 325th Division. 
He said evidence accumulat­ 
ing in the last month has now 
confirmed the presence of that 
battalion in northwest Kontum 
Province in the South Vietnam­ 
ese highlands. 
Recent captures, he said, indi­ 
cate that approximately 75 per 
cent of those who have infiltrat­ 
ed in the last year were born in 
North Viet Nam. 
Many of the recent captives, 
McNamara said, 
‘are young 
draftees called into infiltration 
units 
that 
marched 
south 
through Laos in units 500 to 600 
strong." 
COMMUNIST SUPPORT 
"It is clear that the Commu­ 
nists are determined to keep up 


this support despite the drying 
up of the supply of former 
Southerners who were ordered 
North in 1954," McNamara said. 
He 
w4s referring here to 
many natives of South Viet Nam 
who 
migrated 
to 
Communist 
North Viet Nam in an exchange 
of population following the 1954 
Geneva conference which parti­ 
tioned the country. 
An estimated million Norther­ 
ners went South at about the 
same time. 
McNamara said the clandes­ 
tine infiltration of personnel and 
materiel from North Viet Nam 
into South Viet Nam "continues 
to play a vital role in providing 
the Viet Cong with the leader­ 
ship, 
technical 
competence, 
weapons, ammunitions required 
to 
carry 
on 
the 
insurgency 
against the government of Viet 
Nam," McNamara said. 
REVEALS EVIDENCE 
He told the country that re­ 
cent evidence, from newly cap­ 
tured prisoners and documents, 
has increased the estimate of 
infiltrators since 1959 to a total 
of 39,000. 
Reports so far confirm the 
infiltration of between 5,000 and 
8,000 personnel in 1964 alone, Mc­ 
Namara said, "and in view of 
the normal time lag between 
actual infiltration and confirma­ 
tion, it is probable that there 
were at least 10,000 infiltrators 
in that single year."

to bring them into reality. 
It is in the field of cancer 
prevention that I feel we need 
to concentrate our immediate 
anergies. 
• The 
treatment of precancer­ 
ous lesions forms the corner­ 
stone of cancer prevention and, 
with current methods of treat­ 
ment, results in a high rate of 
cure. 
From the growing knowledge 
shoat cancer-causing agents in 
man’s environment, it is now 
possible to eliminate or control 
many of these that affect the 
general population as well as 
particular occupational groups. 
LIMITED SCOP! 
The potential scope of this 
prevention is limited by the 
number of human cancers in 
'which outside factors are re­ 
sponsible, including all environ­ 
mental cancer-forming agents 
whether already identified or 


■ The types of cancer that are 
Influenced by outside factors, 
directly or indirectly, include 
mony tumors of the respiratory 
’aystem, the gastro-intestinal and 
urinary tracts, the skin and 
month, and hormone-dependent 
argans, such as the breast, 
thyroid and uterus, and the blood 
and lymphatic systems. Col- 
lectivelt these account for more 
than 75 percent of human can­ 
cers. Thus it appears that the 
majority of human cancers arc 
potentially preventable. 
LATENT PERIOD 
Experimental evidence has es­ 
tablished that there is a long 
latent period of cancer forma­ 
tion, and that during this period 
the event* leading to the even­ 
tual development of the tumor 
may be halted by interrupting 
the carcinogenic process so as 
la prevent the tumor from de­ 
veloping . 
With the knowledge now ac 
cumulated about the prevention 
el cancer it is time to make an 
effort of a magnitude compare 
Ma to that being applied in the 
treatment of cancer. Surely it is 
better to try to preveut the oc 
clarence of cancer than it is to 
cure it once it is established. 
Until 
relatively 
recently, 
cancer prevention, considered 
hi terms of elimination or protec­ 
tion against human carcinogens, 
was restricted to a group of 
chemical substances known to 
give rise to cancer among limit­ 
ed occupational groups. Tho 
problem bas expanded enor­ 
mously within the past two de­ 
cade* with the realisation that 
these same compounds can gain 
entry into the general environ­ 


ment — the atmosphere, water, 
soil, etc. — and may be of im­ 
portance in the occurrence of 
cancer in the population at large. 
OUTSIDE INFLUENCES 
In the prevention of human 
cancer we must realize that the 
spectrum of carcinogens is of 
necessity broad and encompass 
every type of chemical agent, 
synthetic and natural, viruses 
and radiations of various types; 
in fact, man is in no position to 
ignore seemingly unimportant 
possibilities of other types. 
The identification of those en­ 
vironmental factors that have 
a casual relationship in the de­ 
velopment of cancer can pro­ 
vide us with a short cut in the 
control of many cancers. 
The study of the incidence of 
cancer in different communities 
is one of the most promising 
ways of obtaining new clues to 
the causes of the disease —- and 
prevention by 
elimination or 
control of these causes. 
Much 
still remains to be 
learned about the incidence of 
the various types of cancer in 
Africa, in Asia and Central and 
South America. 
Cancer inci­ 
dence is not static, however, 
and rapid changes in social or­ 
ganization are taking place in 
many countries. It is, therefore, 
important 
t h a t 
information 
should be obtained now, while 
big differences still exist. Once 
lost, the opportunity may never

SOME SOLONS 
WILL PROTEST 
NVN BOMBINGS 


By JACK BELL 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Dis­ 
senters were preparing today 
for another round of criticism in 
the Senate of President John­ 
son’s course in intensifying air 
strikes against North Viet Nam. 
After a statement by Senate 
Republican Leader Everett M. 
Dirksen that the United States 
should bomb Hanoi if necessary, 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
said he and others who favor a 
lull in aerial attacks intend to 
air their view that no peace ne­ 
gotiations are likely while the 
raids continue. 
“If we put ourselves in the 
position of the North Vietnam­ 
ese, it is pretty hard to see the 
President sitting down at a con­ 
ference table if the Vietnamese 
were bombing installations in 
this country," Church said in an 
interview. 
OPPOSE HALT 
Dirksen said on the Republi­ 
can National Committee’s re­ 
corded radio program that a 
temporary halt in bombings, as 
proposed by Chairman J. W. 
Fulbright of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, would not 
bring the Communists to any 
conference table. 
“Can that be interpreted any 
other way than a kind of tempo­ 
rary 
surrender?" 
Dirksen 
asked. “The advantage is on our 
side and if we are going to force 
the enemy to start overtures for 
peace, we can do so only by 
continuing the pressure that has 
been exercised up until now. 
“It must continue if there is 
any hope that they will come 
with their overtures for a nego­ 
tiation and a final ending of the 
hostilities in Viet Nam."
